Struggle on Between Bulgar-
ian Invaders and Serbian
Delenders for Nish, Present
Seat of the Government

Paris, Oct. 16.~—Austro-German In-
vaders and the brave foree of Berblan
dofenders are locked In  desperate
battles south of Semendrin. SBimul
taneously Serbians and Bulgarians, |
now definitely under war declarations,
are struggling for Nish, oapltal of
Boerbia. The Bulgarians, spurred to
action by thelr ezar's call for them to |
shake off the Serblan yoke, are re-
sponding enthunsiasticaily,

With their aid, the Teutonic drive
for Constantinople s developing |
formidably, Rellable reports today |
sald Meld Marshal von Mackensen,
in charge of the German Serblan cam-
palgn, has 360,000 men behind him,
while the Bulgarians have upwards of
300,000, All reports
capitals Indicate, however, that these
forces will soon be apposed by huge
bodies of Britiah, French, Itallan and

Russlan soldiers. Berbia ndmllledly|

is hard preased. Her army is vastly
smaller than the forces of the In-
vaders, In tho MR8 OV (58 Rorthern
boundary Invaslon, the Serbs have re.

Meantime, the struggle along the
front In France and Flanders goes on,
Heavy bombardments and grenade at-
tacks marked the fighting around
loos and Souchex and through the
Champagne reglon. British forces
malntained ‘thelr galng along the
northern line and are making des-
perate offorts to oust the Germans
from the positions to which they are
tenaclously clinging.

Suggestions In England that the
Dardanelles offensive be abandoned
by the allles have not yet reached a
stage where there is any indleation
that those directing the fate of the
allleg are perlously conaldering &
change, , The question of Serblan ald
prabably will bo met Iargely through
proposed relnforcements from Rus-
sian and Itallan sources.

Meantime, however, the sallles are
continuing thelr battering at the
great dofenses of Constantinople,

Along the eastern front the Rus-

DARDANEL
CAMPAIGH

Spirits of Iie People of
Greal ‘Britain Drop With
Announcement of Transfer

of the Army’s Operations

London, Oct, 156, —Despite the sug-
gestion !: the house of lords yes-
terday that the slege of the Dardan-
elles may be abandoned, the allies
wers reported In news dispatches to-
day to be bombarding the defenses
more flercely than ever. Whether
this is merely a final effort to erush
the Impregnable protections or not
the public has po means of knowing.

Unquestionably Lord Milger's in-
sistence on a transfer of operations
from the Gallipoll peninsula “‘else-
where' has caused great discourage-
ment in England.

Replying to Lord Milner's idea,
Lord Lansdowne, of the cabinet, re-
fused to promise that the Milner sug-
goestion would be adopted. He point-
ed out, however, that it would be un-
patriotig to foree the government fur-
ther to disclose its hand regarding
present operations, though he sug-
gested the situation at present 1s
grave and that there gre‘several {ae-
tors confronting the allies, including
the fallure of Greece to define her at-
titude with certainty.

Coupled with the difficulties in the
path of the Gallipolli operations, dis-
patches sald that the autumn rains
have added their hindrance and dis-
comfort to the allies' troubles.

It was belleved here that If there is
any withdrawal from the Gallipoll
operations the troops will be sent to
aid the Serbians, bhemmed in by
Austro-Germans and Bplgarians.

Vienna, via Bayville, Oct. 15.—~Aus-
trisn forces have thrown serious ob-
stacles in the path of the Russian

eam roller. It was oficially claimed

1/ [today that all Blav attempts against

the Austrinns had been repulsed,
while small engagements along the
Montenegro and Herzogovina frontier
were repulsed also. The main Ruos-
slan attack was west of Tarnopol,
where the Slavs stormed in three
files. Only the foremost ranks were
protected and the Austrians mowed
them down and drove them back with
heavy loss.

Favorable progress in the Serbian
operations was likewiss claimed.

Concerning Wednesday's opera-
tions, the statement said:

“Our troops stormed from the re-
gion of Belgrade, advancing to the
southeast to the fortress-like posi-
tions on the Erino, Brdo, <Cunak,
Staawaras line. The enemy, who, ac-
cording to statements made by prison-
ers, had been ordered to stand to the
last man, fled to the Avala mountains
and the region to the east. His losses
were extraordinarily heavy.”
